COAL OUTLOOK GRAVE; MINERS 
GAS RATE ORDINANCE MAY BE HELD OVER 


PRES. 
WEEKS 


Forty-Five Cent Rate Still Leads In Votes Received From 


The Gas Consumers—Company Has Not Yet Consent- 
ed To Accept Proposed Rate—Councilmen Want Sub- 
stantial Guaranty This Time 


Expressions from members of the 


city council Monday indicated 
that 


the ordinance granting the gas com- 
pany a net rate of 42 cents with a 
surcharge of 35 cents •will probably 
be given its second reading Monday 
night but not passed before the next 
regular meeting November 10. While 
some 
of the 
councilmen, probably 


three or more, seem in favor of pass- 
ing the ordinance tonight under sus- 
pension of the rules, it is understood 
that at least two are in favor of hold- 
ing the ordinance- over and letting it 
take its regular course, In order that 
the gas'company may be required to 
furnish some substantial guaranty in 
the way of a bond that the new con- 
tract will be lived up to. 


It seems practically assured that the 


council expects to grant the company 
the 42 cent rate. It is believed that 
the gas company will agree, to accept 
this price with the 35 cent surcharge, 
altho it has withdrawn its offer to 


that the new rate of 42 cents will be 
eventually granted but doi not wish to 
hurry the matter thru. 
Councilman 


Norris at the last meeting expressed 
himself against passing ordinances un- 
der suspension of the rules. 


In order to. pass the ordinance un- 


der suspension of the rules, six mem- 
bers out of seven would have to vote 


i in favor of it. 
As Councilman Me- 


j Coy is ill and may not be able to at- 


j tend tonight's meeting and as Coun- 
cilman Norris and Davis seem to fa- 
vor holding the ordinance over until 
the next meeting, it is 
extremely 


doubtful whether file ordinance will 
be passed tonight. 


"We are well pleased that the gas 


consumers of Coshocton have 
ap- 


proved the committee's judgment in 
connection with the gas rate ques- 
tion," 
said 
George 
S. Brushwood, 


chairman of the council 
committee, 


Monday morning in announcing that 
up to that time 892 of the gas con 
sumers, out of about 1500 who 
had

compromise on this basis. 
Manager J sent in replies, had voted in favor of 


E. B. Smith, when questioned Monday 
as to whether the company is now 
willing to accept the former compro- 
mise price, said he was not in a po- 
sition to state whether this would be 
acceptable to the company now. At- 
torney F. T. Eagleson in a recent let- 
ter indicated that delay on the part 
of the council will handicap the com- 
pany in its endeavor to secure more 
gas before cold weather comes. 


It is understood that Councilmen 


Heinke and Brushwood are heartily in 
favor of settling the matter lirmly 
tonight by passing the ordinance, in 
accordance with the will of the ma- 
jority who have sent in replies to the 
questionnaires. On the other hand, it 
is understood that Councilmen Norris 
and Davis are opposed to passing the 
ordinance tonight under suspension of 
the rules, feeling 
that the 
people 


should have a little more time to give 
an expression of their opinion 
and 


feeling that the gas company should 
give more assurance that the con- 
tract will be lived up to. They feel 


granting the gas company a net rate 
of 42 cents with a readiness-to-serve 
charge of 35 cents. 
Replies were 


still coming in Monday and the tabula- 
tion of the votes will not be com- 
pleted until late Monday afternoon. 


Of the replies received up to Mon- 


day. 602 were in favor of holding the 
gas company to its present, contract 
and 855 were in favor of a municipal 
gas plant. The committee estimates 
that the 42 cent rate will carry by 
from 275 to 300 votes. 


"Since the matter seems to be set- 


tled by the majority of the gas con- 
sumers," said Chairman Brushwood, 
"I see no reason why tne matter 
should be held up further and I think 
that the ordinance granting the new 
rate should be passed at the regular 
meeting of the council this evening." 


The fact that the nationwide "coal 


strike is scheduled to take place next 
Saturday is having some bearing on 
the gas situation and will probably 
have a tendency to expedite the ac- 
tion of the city council.

efforts" to secure Jenkins' release.
